Lieateunt HanptM Expiates Why Cotfcoc- 


toi Was Selected as a Recriittac f"M 


For the New Anay. 


"Coshocton was chosen as the place 


to open a recruiting station because in 
this section of Ohio are found splen- 
did specimens of manhood, young men 
who are mentally and physically far 
above the average city man in similar 
walks of life, and it is intelligence 
and strength Uncle Sam wants in his 
army."' 


These are the words of Lieutenant 


C. E. Hampton, of the Twenty-Third 
Infantry. He has established a re- 
ciuitlng offtce in the Selby building, 
and placed it in charge of Privats 
GrUtjar,- of the Columbus barracks. 
Continuing the officer said: 


"There have have never been com- 


plaints against the men from Eastern 
Ohio.and they make splendid soldiers. 
There are many of them in the army. 
We propose to enlist all who are qual- 
ified mentally and physically and of 
good character. They will be sent to 
the Columbus barracks for training, 
and will go. to toe Philippines soon af- 
ter the army reorganization bill is 
passed. While we will tate them for 
all branches of the service some may 
want to enlist in the regiment of 
which I have the honor to be a mem- 
ber, the Twenty-Third. In that event 
they will be sent to Cheyenne, Wy- 
oming, where one battalion is now 
stationed. The other is in the Phil- 
ippines. The recruits who go to Co- 
lumbus will in all probability be as- 
signed to service in the new regiments 
to be formed under the reorganization 
law."

It was feared that without 
an, independent company from which 
to draw its sheet steel the Curtis com- 
pany could not successfully do busi-

Telephone Companies Can Appeal to Pro- 


bate Court. 


The supreme court has rendered a 


decision of importance in affirming 
the judgment of circuit court permit- 
ting telephone companies to appeal to 
probate court. The case came from 
Muskingum county.-

The court in its former decision, re- 


versing the judgment of the circuit 
court; held unconstitutional the law 
aut-horizing telephone companies to ap- 
plv to the probate court to fix the con- 
ditions under which they may use the 
streets of a city, in case they cannot 
reach an agreement with the munici- 
pal authorities. 


The opinion is expressed that what- 


ever the consequences may be in the 
vast interests at stake, it seems evi- 
dent that the decision may open the 
way for a flood of laws conferring leg- 
islative or administrative functions 
upon the judicial department of the 
government.

,Towne;s\ speech the credentials j of his 
successor, Mr. Clapp of Minnesota, 
. were preserited, and after! being sworn 
in. (he new senator took his seat and 
ilr. Town* retired. The rest of the

priation bill, the discussion turning on 
irrigation.

"Washington. Jan. 29.—The major 


portion of the day in the house was 
occupied in the traiisactipn-of District 
of Columbia business. The bill to re- 
vise and codify the postal laws, which 
has been under consideration at inter- 
vals for" 10 clays,, was finally passed. 
Its friends succeeded in confining the, 
measure strictly to the purpose for 
which it was framed—a 
codification 


and revision, of existing laws. All at- 
tempts to amend it in any vital partic- 
ular failed. An attempt was. made to 
secure a vote upon the senate bill to 
appoint a commission to consider and 
adjudicate the claims of United States 
citizens against Spain arising out or 
the war with Spain, but the matter 
was postponed until next Monday. 


Philippine Campaign. 


Manilla. Jan. 29. — Reports 
from 


southern Luzon say there is much dis- 
affection in the insurgent camps. A 
thousand persons swo:?e allegiance to 
the United States in a church at Mala- 
bon Sunday. Caille's company, near 
San Ontonio, was surprised and at- 
rtacked Friday by a detachment of the 
Fifteenth 
infantry. 
The insurgents 


•escaped but a score of houses were de- 
stroyed. 
Detachments of the Fourth 


.infantry and Fourth and Sixth cavalry, 
with a platcon of marines, have cap- 
tured 140 identified insurgents and la- 
drones in Cavite province.

"Paterson, N. J.. Jan. 29.—George J. 


Kerr, who was jointly indicted with 
McAlister, Campbell and Death on a 
charge of rape and murder in the first 
degree in connection with the death o£ 
Jennie Bosschieter. pleaded non v-ult 
to the charge of rape. Kerr was not 
present when the "knockout" drops 
were administered Jennie Bosschieter, 
And neither did he assault the girl 
•when she was taken from the carriage. 
'The plea was accepted and Kerr was 
remanded for sentence. He can re- 
ceive 14 years. His plea has the same 
reffect as a plea of guilty, although 
technically it is not an admission of 
the crime.

Stunning Storms. 


Washington, Jan. 29.-—United States 


Consul Covert at Lyons, France, has 
informed the state department that the 
congress of delegates held at Padua, 
Italy, to consider the question of firing 
cannon at clouds to prevent the devas- 
tation of hail among the winegrowers 
of France and Italy has adjourned. The 
reports presented to the congress by 
winegrowers were all in favor of the 
efficacy of the use of cannon. The firing 
of cannon stopped the movement of 
hurricanes; the lightning and thunder 
ceased; rain or melted snow immedi- 
ately began to fall and the clouds 
passed away when attacked by the 
storm artillery. 


Have Xo Information. 


Caracas, Veneuzela, Jan. 29. — The 


Venezuelan government professes to 
have no information regarding the re- 
port*^ ^seizure of British subjects in 
Pate island by an armed expedition 
from the Venezuelan gunboat Auguste, 
or tbe reported occupation of Quiria, on 
the Gulf of Paria, by the insurgents., 
The British and American legations 
also assert that they have no definite 
knowledge on either subject. 


Killed lu a Collision. 


New York, Jan, 29. — Three Italian 


laborers were killed by the collision 
of a passenger train with a gravel train 
on the West Shore railroad at Wee- 
bawken. The gravel train, on which 
were the laborers, was being pulled oh 
a siding to get it out of the way when 
the passenger en'gine struck it. The 
engineer and fireman of the incoming 
passenger train jumped from the cab 
and escaped without injury. 


Attacked by Pirates. 


Washington, Jan. 29. — 'The following 


cablegram waa received at the state 
department from United States Consul 
McWadft at Caiiton: ^'Pirates at Sam- 
yonkec, near Kaincbuk, attacked Euro- 
pean houseboat early Sunday. Tbey 
killed a Chinese boatman and wound- 
ed severely Brockhurst and' SpaJinger, 
Europeans. Piracies occur daily in tbe 
vicinity of Canton." 


Must Be Vaccinated. 


Chicago, Jan. 29.— Public School Su- 


perintendent Cooley issued a bulletin 
declaring that all children in the 
schools must be vaccinated immedi- 
ately, and ordering that all unvacci- 
nated pupils be kept out of school un- 
til the directions are complied -with. 
President Harper said he would issue 
a notice requiring all students in the 
University o£ Chicago to be vaccinated. 


Uecelvert In Sileuee. 
Berlin, Jan. 29. — The announcement 


of the appointment of Emperor William 
as a field marshal in the British army 
has been received by the press with 
comparatively little comment.

More than this, the British parliament 
did not adjourn upon the death oC Em- 
peror William I, a consideration which 
had its influence with the present 
reichstag.

Blizzard In Germauy. 


Berlin, Jan. 29. — Hurricane-like 


snowstorms prevail in many parts of 
Germany, and during the last 24 hours 
considerable damage has been done. 
The weather is particularly violent In 
the East Frisian coast, where the city 
of Leer and the neighboring district 
were struck by a tidal wave. Dis- 
patches from Bremen say that a strong 
northwest wind is driving the water 
into the Weser until it nearly reaches 
the edge of the dykes. A freight traiii 
near Dresden was partly hurled from 
an elevated track on the line from Pat- 
schappel to Wilsdruff, and five cars 
were badly wrecked. The river Laho 
and its tributaries have overflowed.
